By the passage ot the above resolu- 


tion at the regular monthly meeting 
Tuesday night, the council has gone 
as far as it can in tho matter and the 
next step is to be taken by tho voters 
in the selection of a charter board to 
prepare the kind of a charter needed 
for the city. 


The state law, passed at the last 


session of the legislature, which per- 
mits cities and towns to change, or 
amend their own charters, provides 
that the council may call an election 
for a charter 
board; 
the charter 


board selected shall prepare a new 
charter or amendments to the exist- 
ing charter and submit Us report to 
the people for a vote on adoption or 
rejection; If adopted, another election 
is called to select tho officers called 
for In the new charter. 


The present city charter has been 


amended and patched until It Is In- 
adequate to serve the nicds ot the 
city and there has been a crowing 
sentiment among the people of New 


ctl'eLt trom the time of the annual 
city election

authorize any city or town to enlarge 
its corporate powers beyond the lim- 
itations prescribed by law, except 
that It mav extend its territorial 
boundaries as provided by law. 


Section 2. A charter 
or amend- 


ments to the charter of any city or 
town may be proposed only by a char- 
ter board consisting of tho number of 
members hereinafter designated, who 
shall be elected by the qualified vot- 
ers of each city or town not oftener 
than once in every two years, at a 
time to be designated by resolution 
of the council or legislative depart- 
ment of such city or town, or at a 
time to be so designated on peti- 
tion of twenty per cent of the quali- 
fied voters of such city or town; pro- 
vided that If such resolution U adopt- 
ed not more than ninety days and, 
not less than forty day* before ray

The idea of the triangle, with 
its soul-rounding circle, is that of W 
H. Geissmger of DeLand, this stan 
and Lans'fowne, Pa., who inventoc 
the attractive design 
which greets 


every passenger on the Clyde St 
Johns river boats at DeLand landing 
and every passenger of the Atlantic 
Coast Line trains passing through 
West DeLand. 
At each of these 


points the Commercial club of De- 
Land has erected large signs bearing 
the triangle and approximate word- 
ing. 
Moving picture slides showing 


the triangle are being exhibited in 
many theaters all over the country, 
and it hoped by; concerted action to 
bring this splendid road into use by 
many thousands of tourists from all 
parts of the country. 


The western or DeLand point of 


the triangle, while nominally begin- 
ning at DeLand, really extends to the 
St. Johns river, some fiix miles west 
of the city, from wiikh point into 
DeLand there is a most excellCTIt 
highway of vitrified brick.

Thus when such changes arc 
introduced thoy are met with resent- 
ment which is one of the obstacles 
that Is distinctly the task of the tea- 
cher and the school to overcome. 


Some of our present alms and plans 


arc so antcquatod and unfit for the 
present Issue of preparing the child 
for 
the duties of manhood and of 


womanhood that It becomes necessary 
to Introduce changes which are like- 
ly to be repugnant to the child and 
cause him and too frequently 
the 


parent also to find excuses to slacken 


bis attendance upon school duties. 
Without the much needed legislation 
of compulsory education, 
we must 


find a remedy, or better, a prevention, 
for this tendency. 


If you want a child's active Interest 


In anything, 'put him to work at that 
thing. Such work that Is distasteful 
to him and at the same time is an 
essential part of- his training should 
be handled with the greatest care 
towards creating a real desire on his 
part to acquire such knowledge. Dil- 
igence both on the part of the teach- 
er and the parent In keeping the child 
systematically at work will do much 
towards relieving the conditions when 
he is brought to tee the true value 
of the undertaking. Many failures are 
recorded when the teacher allows the 
pupil to become inattentive -and care- 
less about the preparation and recita- 
tion of such a task. Just here it may 
be well to say that the plan of the 
school should be so well provided that 
the child is taught to know that he 


a part of the plant which is to 


manufacture the latent energies of 
childhood into the active energies of 
manhood and that he is the plant to 
be so bent, that he is tho product of 
the school which was Instituted sole- 
ly 
for his 
benefit. 
He must be 


shown that this i« a business institu- 
tion and not a playhouse. Discipline 
must be well administered. While co- 
education has been successful, it has 
been found beneficial to' place 
such 


restrictions on thn boys and the girls 
both on tho playgrounds and in tho 
school that will disassociate them save 
in the business alms to be attained 
which are common to both. To meet 
tRis we believe that physical culture 
systematically taught to the hoys and 
to the girls will provide a place for 
the expenditure of surplus energy. 
And, too, when the sexes are disasso- 
ciated on the playground a desire for 
play Is created which will enliven the 
attendance and give zest to the work. 


As an Incentive to better attendance 


It Is desirable to have the surplus en- 
ergy of the child provided for In well 
directed play; as, banket ball, baseball 


tennis, etc. It is much easier to in- 
struct boys and girls and Interest them 
in the need of Intellectual growth on 
the playground than In the class room. 
A child's aversion to attendance upon 
the duties of the school can in a de- 
gree be overcome by play. 
Contact 


with children la an educative force 
which will do much to attach them to 
the regular attendance of the school. 


Attendance Is partly due to 
the 


cooperation not only on the part of 
the child, but also the parent. Some 
one has said (hat the winning of the 
cooperation of the parent Is a triangle 
whose three points must be definitely 
connected. One point Is the teacher, 
another, the child, and the third Is 
the parent, should know every father 
and every mother of the different 
children of his class. Nothing is more 
pleasant than to meet a father whom 
we know and say, "That boy of yours, 
John, Is a fine fellow, he Is sincere and 
faithful, and he hasn't missed a day 
from his class this term." 
A few 


such conferences with that father will 


i insure a cordial relationship that will ,9 
' Insure better and continued attend 
'ance upon his hoy. So manage tho 


; "don't care" pupil that will 
cause 


I him to feel assured that he Is a real 
' factor in the school and that you have 
an active interest in his welfare.

IMMMMMMMI 


Which is worth more, my life or 


your dog, or to reverse the proposi- 
tion—your life or my dog? 


The same old question comes up 


periodically, with the recurring pre- 
valence of hydrophobia In different 
parts of the state, and It is particular- 
ly emphatic just now because of the 
existence of positive cases, or threat- 
ened cases in Jacksonville and Duval 
county, as vdtfas several other sec- 
tions of Florida. 
Just why this co- 


incidence of infection 
in so many 


parts of the state at the same time, 
is not a matter for discussion here. 
It exists and the question is that of 
flrst aid—what to do in the circum- 
stances. 


No other human affliction or infec- 


tion is weighted with more horrible 
possibilities. Death from no other dis- 
ease is accompanied with greater suf- 
fering, more agonizing torture. 
Its 


horrors can not 'be depicted and to 
witness such a death Is torture in 
itself. 


Not every dog that bites a human 


being is infected with rabies, but ev- 
ery dog inflicting such a bite should 
be captured and confined beyond the 
possbility of further harm, until the 


\ 
disease, if present, has had time to 
develop to positive symptoms—usual- 
ly three to five days. Then tho brain 
should be examined bacteriologically 
for evidences of the disease. If the 
positive presence of the disease is es- 
tablished, the human victim should re- 
ceive tlie Pasteur treatment immed- 
iately. 


If, however, the dog escapes and 


examination is impossible, the human 
patient should incur no risk, but 


- .should begin treatment by the Pas- 


teur method. 


Also, if the human patient is bit- 


ten about the face ff 
neck, tho pro- 


• 
ventive treatment 
should 
begin at 


cure, as the wound in this location is 
likely to develop the dispa.se .sooner 
than if tho bite bo inflicted upon 
some other portion of thr body 


Of the Pasteur treatment it. it to 


be said that it Is practically infalible. 
if begun before the disease has pro- 
gressed too far. Its failures are less 
than one per cent. This preventive 
vaccine for which naturally there is 


not a regular demand, Is not*carried 
in s(ock by druggists. It is a prepara- 
tion that deteriorates with long keep- 
ing, and, therefore, it Is furnished by 
only a few of the biological manu- 
facturers 'in this country. 
It Is pre- 


pared and furnished on demand by a 
northern firm to the state board of 
health, through which It may be ob- 
tained for distribution to all parts 
of Florida. The vaccine will be sent 
direct by special delivery, mail to any 
practicing physician whom the pa- 
tient may designate. 


The flrst thing to do in case of a 


dog bite is to communicate through 
your own physician with the state 
board of health In Jacksonville. 
Do 


not permit the animal which inflict- 
ed the bite to escape or be killed. 
Shut him up and have your physician 
or other expert watch the develop- 
ment of the disease, if it is present, 
and notify the state board of health. 


But there's another way, far better 


than this, and that is'to prevent the 
disease. 
You choose your represen- 


tatives to make laws for the protec- 
tion of your life and property. There 
is no law in the state that covers this 
particular 
matter, 
although 
there 


should be a substantial state tax for 
the privilege of keeping a dog. Nearly 
every municipality in the state has 
enacted protective laws requiring a 
dag tax and for the muzzling of dogs 
which are allowed to run at large. 
You elect public officers to enforce 
the laws and they don't enfore them, 
or allow their infraction through fa- 
voritism or because, in their wisdom, 
certain enactments are foolish or un- 
necessary. They exercise an alterna- 
tive which is beyond their legal right 
to use. 


It seems to require an outbreak of 


rabies, like the prest nt one, a death 
or two or throe to arouse public sen- 
timent to thu point of demanding law 
enforcement, of insisting that cxecu- 
live officers shall perform tho duty 
for which they were elected. 


Most dogs are not worth the scraps 


they tip over the garbage can in the 
b;u k yard at night to feed upon. If 
Hie dog owner has an animal of real 
value, he should think enough of it 
to protect it from the results of vio- 


lated law, and he should protect the 
public-from the posslbllltes of Its be- 
ing Infected. Any dog, whether a val- 
ued hunter or of rare breed, if allow- 
ed to run at large, is likely to be ex- 
posed, to this infection. It comes like 
a thlaf in tho night, without warning. 
Its actual presence in any community 
is the first 
premonition. 
For the 


owner of the animal the only protec- 
tion Is obedience to the local laws, 
or those of the state, If such txist. 
Against all dogs not so protected it 
is the plain duty of officials to strict- 
ly 
enforce 
these 
protective laws 


through all seasons and months. 


It is because these laws have failed 


of enforcement that Florida has fast- 
ened upon it the present plague and 
menace. 
How long are you going to 


stand for such conditions in your" 
home state?

It Is only iu France that the military 


dignity of marshal is a very ancient 
one. 
It was King Philip Augustus 


who first instituted it as a military 
office in 1101, at the time of the third 
crusade. St. Louis invested two of his 
commanders' with the rank on the eve 
of bis ill fnted expedition to northern 
Africa. 
Francis I. created three, nnd 


by the time that Louis XIV. had com- 
' flirted his long reign there were no less 
than twenty of (hem. 


The oilii/o Was abolished by the first 


republic, liut rc.slorcd' by Napoleon 
I. when he proclaimed himself eui- 
flcror. lie limited the number to six- 
teen. They weie known as marshal* 
of the empire. The Bourbou monarchy 
on its restoration in 1813 maintained 
them in office, but changed their title 
lack to that of marshals of France 
Jtv the law of 1S;!'J. bearing the sign 
manual of King Louis Philippe, their 
number was limited to six in time of 
peace nnd twelve in time of war. 


The baton, as provided for by exist- 


ing military regulations iu France, con- 
sists of a staff about two feet long, 
an inch and a half in diameter, cover- 
ed with ilaik blue velvet, flecked with 
•.fold stars and tipped at either end 
with siher Kilt, on the borders ot 
whii h nre engraved the T.alin words. 
"Tenor belli, cleuus pads." It h car- 
ried in the right luind at all cleat mili- 
tary or state1 ftliKtimis and is li-cd in 
lieu of the salici for saluting. 
The 


baton of the <lield marshal of Great 
I'.rltaiii is tipped at cither end with 
crowns and lions; those uf Germany, 
Aii-lila and ltti-.-ia with single headed 
or d<u:ble bended eagles.

William in 188S there were but two 
lield marshals in the entire German 
army—namely, the then Crown Prince 
(afterward Frederick III.) and Count 
Moltke, both of whom had received 
their batons at the close of thcFranco- 
Oermnn war of 1S70.

School Attendance 
, 


The following article on school at- 


tendance has been contributed by S. 
A. Merchant, assistant principal of 
the high school: 


In order that we may reach the true 


status of the question of school at- 
tendance, It is necessary that consid 
oration be given to the natural con- 
servatism of a human nature. 
Chil- 


dren like the ways and things with 
which they are familiar and resent 
any 
attempt 
to 
radically change 


them. Thus when such changes are 
introduced thoy are met with resent- 
ment which is one of the obstacles 
that Is distinctly the task^of the tea- 
cher and the school to overcome. 


Some of our present alms and plans 


arc so antequatod and unfit for the 
present Issue of preparing the child 
for 
the duties of manhood and of 


womanhood that It becomes necessary 
to Introduce changes which are like- 
ly to be repugnant to the child and 
cause him and too frequently 
the 


parent also to find excuses to slacken 


bis attendance upon school duties. 
Without the much needed legislation 
of compulsory education, 
we must 


find a remedy, or better, a prevention, 
for this tendency. 


If you want a child's active Interest 


In anything, -put him to work at that 
thing. Such work that is distasteful 
to him and at the same time is an 
essential part of his training should 
be handled with the greatest 
care 


towards creating a real desire on his 
pan to acquire such knowledge. Dil- 
igence both on the part of the teach- 
er and the parent In keeping the child 
systematically at work will do much 
towards relieving the conditions when 
he is brought to see the true value 
of the undertaking. Many failures are 
recorded when the teacher allows the 
pupil to become Inattentive -and care- 
less about the preparation and recita- 
tion of such a task. Just here it may 
be well to say that the plan of the 
school should be so well provided that 
the child is taught to know that he 
is* a part of the plant which is to 
manufacture the latent energies of 
childhood into the active energies of 
manhood and that he is the plant to 
be so bent, that be Is the product of 
the school which was Instituted sole- 
ly 
for his 
benefit. 
He must be 


shown that this is a business institu- 
tion and not a playhouse. Discipline 
must be well administered. While co- 
education has been successful, it has 
been found beneficial to' place 
such 


restrictions on the boys and the girls 
both on the playgrounds and in the 
school that will disassociate them save 
in the business aims to be attained 
which are common to both. To meet 
inis we believe that physical culture 
systematically taught to the hoys and 
to the girls will provide a place for 
the expenditure of surplus energy. 
And, too, when the sexes are disasso- 
ciated on the playground a desire for 
play Is created which will enliven the 
attendance and give zest to the work. 


As an Incentive to better attendance 


It Is desirable to have the surplus en- 
ergy of the child provided for In well 
directed play; as, basket ball, baseball 


tennis, etc. It is much easier to in- 
struct boys and girls and Interest them 
In the need of Intellectual growth on 
the playground than In the class room. 
A child's aversion to attendance upon 
the duties of the school can in a de- 
gree be overcome by play. 
Contact 


with children la an educative force 
which will do much to attach them to 
the regular attendance of the school. 


Attendance Is partly due to 
the 


cooperation not only on the part of 
the child, but also the parent. Some 
one has said (hat the winning of the 
cooperation of the parent is a triangle 
whose three points must be definitely 
connected. 
One point Is the teacher, 


another, the child, and the third Is 
the parent, should know every father 
and every mother of the different 
children of his class. Nothing Is more 
pleasant than to meet a father whom 
we know and say, "That boy of yours, 
John, is a fine fellow, he Is sincere and 
faithful, and he hasn't missed a day 
from his class this term." 
A 
few 


such conferences with that father will 
insure a cordial relationship that will 
Insure better and continued attend- 
ance upon his boy. So manage the 
"don't care" pupil that will 
cause 


him to feel assured that he is a real 
factor in the school and that you have 
an active interest in his welfare. 


It has been developed that children 


are 
interested in what they know 


something about; ' they learn 
best 


through doing; they are interested in 
doing filings for others; they arc in- 
terested in what their fathers and 
mothers are interested in; and as in- 
terest begets Interest a studious teach- 
er and a careful parent means a stud- 
ious child. Studiousness in turn be- 
gets a desire to be present to hear ev- 
ery point of the lesson to be discussed.

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Rabies in Florida 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH BULLETIN 


Which Is worth more, my life or 


your dog, or to reverse the proposi- 
tion—your life or my dog? 


The same old question comes up 


periodically, with the recurring pre- 
valence of hydrophobia in different 
parts of the state, and it is particular- 
ly emphatic just now because of the 
existence of positive cases, or threat- 
ened cases in Jacksonville and Duval 
county, as i«rr*as several other sec- 
tions of Florida. Just why this co- 
incidence of Infection 
in so 
many 


parts of the state at the same time, 
is not a matter for discussion here. 
It exists and the question is that of 
first aid—what to do in the circum- 
stances. 


No other human affliction or infec- 


tion is weighted with more horrible 
possibilities. Death from no other dis- 
ease is accompanied with greater suf- 
fering, more agonizing torture. 
Its 


horrors can not 'be depicted and to 
witness such a death Is torture In 
itself. 


Not every dog that bites a human 


being is infected with rabies, but ev- 
ery dog inflicting such a bite should 


not a regular demand, is nof*carried 
in stock by druggists. It is'a prepara- 
tion that deteriorates with long keep- 
lug, and, therefore, it Is furnished by 
only a few of the biological manu- 
facturers 'in this country. 
It Is pre- 


pared and furnished on demand by a 
northern firm to the state board of 
health, through which it may be ob- 
tained for distribution to all parts 
of Florida. The vaccine will be sent 
direct by special delivery, mail to any 
practicing physician whom the pa- 
tient may designate. 


The first thing to do in case of a 


dog bite is to communicate through 
your own physician with the state 
board of health in Jacksonville. 
Do 


not permit the animal which inflict- 
ed the bite to escape or be killed. 
Shut him up and have your physician 
or other expert watch the develop- 
ment of the disease, if it is present, 
and notify the state hoard of health. 


But there's another way, far better 


than this, and that is'to prevent the 
disease. 
You choose your represen- 


tatives to make laws for the protec- 
tion of your life and property. There
